Mico Kaufman is a well known car in Tel Aviv, Another car, 


man, an artist who has won many 
awards, and has appeared at many 
public functions. He has a pleasing

Mico has an accent that is just a 
little different, In a way it sounds 
like that of the Russian Jewish 
people of 50 years ago, but his is 
Rumanian Jewish, and just a fittle 
softer. He has studied the English 
language most assidiously, he has 
a vocabulary which far exceeds 
that of many who are native born 
to this country 

His syntax, however, is still 
dominated in'a small way by the 
language he learned as a boy, 
which, combined with his acute 
powers of observation makes 
listening to Mico Kaufman a 
thoroughly delightful experience. 

Mico spoke in the Tewksbury 
Rotary on September 27th on his 
recent trip to Israel, and he 

ted a banner from the Haifa 

Rotary to president Lew

‘The Haifa club, he said, is much 
like that of any Rotary club 
anywhere, except that the 
speakers all used the English 
language instead of Jewish. The 
speaker, he found, had a hypnotic 
power, and he put Mico to sleep. 
After it was all over Mico found 
everyone saying that the speaker 
had made one of the most exciting 
ever made. Mico could 
only reflect that he had slept 
it 

Mico met a brother and a sister 
in Israel, that he had not seen for 
27 years. It was exciting to hear 
him tell of his travels in the coun- 
try part of the time with his 
brother. 

Everything is growing at an 
exciting pace, and everywhere are 
autos, travelling in an exciting 
manner. Forget about the Wild 
Man of Borneo, said Mico, just 
watch those Israeli drivers! They 
drive side by side, and talk to each 
other, often for miles! They all
